This is brought out in a new, 
copyrighted survey

buying 
power, prepared by Sales Man­ 
agement.

The high standard of living 
prevailing in Salem is indicated 
by the volume of retail business 
done in the past year. 
Local stores registered a sales 
total of $19,250,000, which was 
above the city’s quota. 
On the basis of its population 
it should have accounted for only 
.0102 percent of the nation’s bus­ 
iness. Actually, however, it did 
.0151 percent 
The ability of local families to 
spend more was made possible 
by better incomes. The 4,600 fam­ 
ilies in Salem attained a net in­ 
come, after deduction of personal 
taxes, of $25,963,000. 
Dividing one by the other yields 
per fam ily income of $5,644, 
which was higher than the $4,474 
national figure and than the $4,- 
796 earned per fam ily in the 
East North Central States., In 
Ohio it was $4,539. These are 
arithmetical averages, it is noted, 
and are substantially higher than 
i;he “median” incomes to be ob­ 
tained in the United States cen­ 
sus. 
The high purchasing powerof Sa 
lem families is shown by the fact 
that they were able to spend 74 
cents of each dollar of income 
in retail purchases, as agains 
the 67 cents that families else­ 
where had available. The excess 
means luxury spending. 
Analyzing Salem as to popula­ 
tion, income, sales and other sig­ 
nificant factors, the survey as­ 
signs to it a “quality of market” 
index of 130. This rating sets it 
30 percent above the nation as 
a whole in sales potential.

The stopgap bill sped to Pres­ 
ident Truman for his signature 
oy voice vote in the senate and 
jy unanimous consent of the 
house. 
In the meantime, the senate 
shouted its approval of a three 
year draft law extension after 
compromising one difference and 
beating down for a second time 
a racial segregation plan for the 
armed forces. 
Differences Remain 
There remain some differences 
Detween the senate and the house 
sills that must be ironed out 
ater. For one thing, the house 
bill would extend the draft two 
years, not three. 
In any event, the president 
seemed certain to wind up with 
something less than his broad 
authority to order the actual 
drafting of men. 
Under the 1948 Selective Ser­ 
vice Act and the 15-day exten­ 
sion he has authority to order 
inductions of youths 
from 
19 
through 25 years if this is neces­ 
sary to keep the armed services 
at authorized strength. 
The power has not been used 
in recent months because 
services depended upon volut&ry 
enlistments. 
The senate armed services com­ 
mittee recommended a three- 
year extension of this authority 
although the house had voted to 
give Congress alone the power 
to order actual drafting. 
A group of Republican senators, 
including Taft of Ohio and Wher­ 
ry of Nebraska, sought to write 
a sim ilar restriction into the sen­ 
ate bill.

Inspected By Press 
HARWELL, En g., Jun e 23 — 
(AP)—Sir John Cockroft, direc­ 
tor of the gian t 
n ew Harwell 
atom research laboratory, says 
Britain may have 
a practical 
atomic power plan t in “four of 
five years.” 
Cockroft 
revealed

that researchers at Harwell, with 
this goal in view, are tryin g to 
figure out n ew ways to produce 
pluton ium—atom bomb in gredi­ 
en t—faster an d more efficien tly.
